doing business all over Canada, is without parallel in the 
financial history of the Dominion. 


STEPS must be at once instituted to release this most | 

unwarranted seizure of funds and securities belong- 
ing to the people of cight other provinces, and avert the 
grave risk that many of these institutions, with their 


funds and securitics impounded, will be forced into li- | 


quidation. Otherwise innocent investors, all the way 
from Halifax to Victoria, will suffer unnecessary loss. 


OVERNMENTS, before this, in the proper exercise of 
their duty, have ordered investigations into the af- 
fairs of banks and investment companies, In the proper 
exercise of their duty they have instituted prosecutions, 
But in its surrender to panic—or possibly to gain an 
advantage for Ontario investors alonc—the Ontario 
government, in these cases, has outraged all precedents. 
It has seized funds and securities, placed in the safe- 
keeping of these companies, by clients from every part 
of Canada. Jt has brought the business of these com- 
panies to a standstill, injured their credit, and faced 
them with the risk of a forced insolvency, before ever a 
tittle of evidence has been offered In court. 


is common knowledge that these companies have 
branches in every province. One company advertises 
that it has 41 branches, stretched across Canada from 
Halifax to Victoria. Its head office in Toronto be- 
comes the repository of securities and cash contributed 
by clients from coast to cgast. This form of head. office 
management is customary among dominion-wide finan- 
cial concerns, 


BY its action in seizing the securities and funds of these 

presumably solvent companies at a time when the 
public mind is excited, the Ontario government has 
placed in jeopardy the investments of thousands of peo- 
ple in a hundred cities and towns outside Ontario. Ed- 
monton investors are numbered among those affected. 
It may be doubted whether even the Bank of Montreal— 
probably the strongest financial institution in Canada—. 
could survive the inevitable run on its branches, and 
avert liquidation, if the government of Quebec was to 
lose its head tomorrow, and order all funds and books 
and securities in the head office at'Montreal to be im- 
pounded, while it carried on somo tedious investigating 


prosecutions in the police court. 


HE various provincial governments, on behalf of their 
people, should send in prompt protests against the | 
mischievous action of the Ontario government in seiz- | 
ing the securities and funds belonging to people in other 
provinces, and in recklessly jeopardizing the solvency of 
these companies.

The Conservative leader 
reminded his large audience of the 
benefits the Dominion had received 
and the equality of s‘atus now enjoyed 
by Canada within the empire, And 
then he made his urgent appeal for 
consideration of future responsibil'ties 
within the empire. 

“The glory of a great past,” Mr 
Bennett declared, “is ever before us. 
‘The responsibility of a greater future 
4s before us. Let us measure up to 


the great responsibility not only as_ 


citizens of th's great Canada of ours 
but that greater entity, the British 
empire.” 

The opposition chieftain spoke of 
Canada’s position in the world as part 
of the empire and recalled the defence 
given to our shores, the expansion of 
our commerce and the protection af- 
gaa under the aeg's of the British 

iz. ' 

Mr. Bennett then put the question 
“What of the future? ‘That is the 
Problem thoughtful men and women 
shoukd think about. We have sur- 
vived. The future is before us. The 
choice is before us. The determina- 
tion of our future is with us without 
coercion.

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NEW TAX-PAYING PROPERTY 


A misapprehension may have been 
gathered from comment appearing in 
these columns yesterday in reference to 
the assessment of city property. No in- 
crease was made in the rate of assessment, 
either generally or in individual cases. The 
fain of more than two and a quarter mil- 

ons in the gross amount represents the 
valuation that is placed upon new build- 
ings which were constructed last summer. 

The owner who has not built during 
the year will thus be taxed upon the same 
rating as last year, a concession which will 
no doubt be welcome, the more so that 
property values have tended to strengthen 
in the meantime. The very substantial 
gain in gross assessment is a striking il- 
lustration of the benefit that accrues to 
the civic finances from the erection of 
new buildings. It is to be hoped that 
there will be a similar increase a year 
hence, from the same cause. 


INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION 


j

The parliament of Great Britain en- | 
dorsed the action of the Government in 
signing the optional clause of the statutes 
of the permanent court of international 
justice. By acvepting this clause the sig- 
natories bind themselves to submit inter- 
national disputes to arbitration, and to 
accept the awards of the arbitrators, ex- 
cept in the case of questions which have 
been expressly reserved from such treat- 
ment. 

Long before the international court 
was thought of, and before the world war 
occurred, Britain was a consistent advo- 
cate of arbitration as a method for the ad- | 
justment of international difficulties, and | 
a good many misunderstandings between | 
other countries were also cleared away 
successfully by that method. The late 
King Edward and the former Kaiser both 
acted as arbitrators in disputes of very 
considerable importance. Arbitration 
having worked well when tried, the agree- 
ment among the nations to employ it as a 
normal means of settlement strengthens / 
the outlook for peace. 


AS TO RESPONSIBILITY 


The cities and the provinces have the 
right of the argument when they claim | 
that the Dominion Government should | 
stand one-third of the cost of dealing with 
unemployment conditions; and that the 
Government should not withhold action 
until such time as conditions have de- 
veloped to the proportions of a nation- 
wide crisis. Unemployment, like other 
evils, is more easily prevented than cured; 
and the sooner effective remedies are ap- 
plied whenever and wherever they are 
needed, the less danger that the ailment 
may spread into a national problem. 

To deny Dominion responsibility, in 
anything less than a crisis, is to assert an | 
untenable claim. What this amounts to 
is a contention that the Dominion Govy- 
ernment is free to go on bringing people 
into the country in any numbers it may 
please, but that it is the sole business of 
the municipalities and the provinces to 
take care of them once they are here— | 
unless and until the difficulty becomes 
more than these authorities can deal with. 
The public simply cannot be made to ac- 
cept any such conception of things. The 
authority by whose permission people 
come into the country cannot be absoly- 
ed from accountability for the effect of 
immigration upon labor conditions. 


THE SESSION | 


The Speech from the Throne warrants 
the expectation that the session of the 
legislature is to be a busy and important | 
one, and may run to unusual length. No- 
tice is given that at least three major sub- | 
jects will be dealt with by legislation. The 
agreement for the transfer of the natural | 
resources requires ratification, and also 
that provision be made for their adminis- 
tration. The coal mines act is to be given 
a ra! revision. The proposed school 
law, which was laid over from last session, 
is to be brought in again. Legislative ac- 
tion is also proposed concerning a fairly 

number of matters of less outstand- 
ing interest. The usual budget of private 
bills and applications for the amendment 
of municipal charters will fill out a quite 
formidable program of law-making. 

The “speech” is never even an approxi- 
mate forecast of the work of the session. 
At most it indicates matters which the 


Government consider particularly deserv- | 


partmental reports, the threshin 
questions raised by private members, the 
review of the public accounts, and the 
consideration of the expenditure for the 
coming year. The volume of this routine 
business naturally B pay’ year by year; 
and when it is added to the proposals con- 
tained in the speech, the members will 
find ample material to engage their at- 
tention.

Known Factors | 


By GLENN FRANK 


The issue of The Business Week for January 1, 
in its comprehensive forecast of probable business 
conditions during 1930, lists the following as the 
known elements in the situation: 

“ P First, 1929 was not a year of 
good business, despite the fact 
that it was a good business year. 
‘The point of this paradox is that 
there was a distinction between 
the quantity and the quality of 
the business prosperity of 1929. 
“There was probably little specu- 
lation {n business,” says this 
forecast, but “there was a lot of 
business in speculation,” There 
‘ Was over-extension. The mania 

Glenn Frank for mergers led to many artificial 
combinations that were unsound both in the light of 
public need and business organization. 

Second, there was a boom period from the middle 
of 1928 to the middle of 1920, but it was none too 
wisely controlled and business was not of production. 
In some fields, during 1929, production and capacity 
over-reached the market. During 1930 there will 
will have to be readjustment to a more normal pro- 
dutcion level and a better balancing of production in 
various lines 

Third, during the first half of 1930, we cannot 
expect any great stimulus of business to come from 
the purchasing power of the farmer, because the pre- 
ceding crop year was only fair, and the purchasing 
power of the farmers between now and next year’s 
crops will be little if any higher than last year. 

Fourth, during 1929 city workers made more money 
than ever before, it cost them slightly les to live, but 
they saved. on balance, less than nothing. From June 
30, 1928, to June 30, 1929 withdrawels from savings 
banks exceeded deposit 

Fifth, conditions in the fields of foreign trade and 
finance are causing an outflow of gold and increased 
credit abroad. This will affect credit conditions and 
money rates in the United States. The good side of 
this will be whatever it means in the increased pur- 
chasing power of Europe. The bad side of this will 
be whatever it means in the withdrawal of facilities 
for business expansion at home. 

Sixth, for more than a year the construction of 
residences and public buildings has been slowed down 
by unfavorable money conditions. while some phases 
of industrial building have gone forward probably too 
rapidly, Residential and public building may pick up 
if long time interest rates are kept reasonable. 

Seventh, textile, clothing, and coa! industries are, 


by and large, in a stronger position than they have 


| held for years 


Eighth, the railroads are, in respect of finance 
and operating efficiency, stronger than ever. 

Here are eight factors worth keeping tn mind as we 
think out our individua] business problems, for our 
separate businesses are rooted in the soil of general 
business conditions.

Dr. Lieb, who was the personal 
physician for Stefansson and Ander- | 
son during thelr experiment, declared 
McConnell’s general condition is ex- 
cellent and his weight normal, 

He will make a detailed comparison 
of McConnell’s case record before his 
“back to Adam” venture with the 
results of yesterday's examination and 
is confident he will find only an im- 
proved physical condition to report. 

McConnell estimated he had lost 
about twelve pounds while “living on 
nature,” and was greatly surprised to 
learn the actual loss was nearly 24 
pounds, ‘ 

Everything from increased resistance 
to disease to triple energy has been 
attributed to meat diet, and now Mc- 
Connell believes his immunity to the 
intense cold was also due to it, 

“When I left Normandin the ther- 
mometer registered 32 degrees below 
zero, I had only the running shorts 
I wore at the beginning of my expert- 
ment and the pelts of animals I had 
killed. 

“My first direct contact with civil- 
ization came with last Sunday's 
papers. The New York news con- 
sisted chiefly of accounts of the ‘cold 
wave’ and deaths attributed to it. 

“The temperature referred to in 
print was 11 degrees above zero—just 
43 degrees more than I endured with 
reasonable comfort in my home-made 
suit of skins, 

“I firmly believe my diet was re- 
sponsible for this immunity to cold.”

New Conditions | 

“Today conditions are altered, The 
success of this government 1s admit- | 
ted everywhere, except amongst the 
few die-hards.” 

In contra-distinction to the speech 
of his fellow-member from Settler, 
Mr, MacLachlan said he was able to 
paint a happy picture of conditions in | 
his constituency. 

Lauds Clinics 

He lauded the work of the travelling 
health clinics and gave instances of 
assistance given. | 

Praise was lavished on the govern- 
ment and Premier Brownlee for the 
agreement entered into for the return 
of the natural resources, 

Dealing with the land policy of the 
government In respect to the admints- 
tration of the resources, he deciared 
himself citally interested.

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that the 
City of Edmonton will apply at the next 
sittings of the Legislature of the Province 
of Alberta for an Act amending the Ed- 
monton Charter as follows: 

1, By striking oul from section 1, sub- 
section 6, of chapter 69 of the Statutes of 
Alberta, 1929, the figures “251 and by 
substituting therefore the figures “250.” 

2. By providing that the Board of 
Health for the City of Edmonton shall 
consist of the Mayor, the Medical Officer 
of Health, the City Engineer, two medical 
men practicing in the city, one member 
from each school board and two alder- 
men, 

3. By giving the Council power to 
change the date of election for Mayor, 
Aldermen and School Trustees from the 
second Monday in December to the sec- 
ond Wednesday in November, together 
with all other necessary amendments to 
carry out such purpose. 

4. By extending the hour for voting at 
elections to 9 p.m. 

5. By amending section 20, of chapter 
90, of the Statutes of Alberta, 1922, to 
provide that the Council may from time 
to time vary the period over which certain 
indebtednesses of the city have been ex- 
tended, and to provide that the debentures 
to be Issued under said section 20 may 
be issued from time to time at the dis- 
cretion of the Council. 

6, For providing that in addition to or 
in place of a fine, imprisonment not 
exceeding thirty days may be tmposed 
upon persons turning in false fire alarms, 

7. For consolidating and amending the 
provisions of the Charter relating to the 
licensing of trucks and other such vehicles. 

8. For reclassifying the persons liable 
to business assessment under the pro- 
visions of section 62, of chapter 53, 
Statutes of Alberta, 1918, and revising the 
rate of such tax. 

9. Giving the Council! power to pass by- 
laws for providing that no vehicle, tn- 
cluding motor vehicles, shall be turned to 
the left at intersections to be named in 
the bylaw, and for limiting the rate of 
speed of motor vehicles in the vicinity 
of schools, on entering or leaving the 
high level bridge or entering, leaving or 
driving through any subway. 

10, Validating certain local improvement 
and other bylaws of the city authorizing 
the creation of certain indebtednesses, 

11. For providing that the Council may 
complete the widening of 124th street 
and 95th street (Syndicate avenue and 
Kirkness street) undertaken and partially 
done in the years 1914 and 1015 as local 
improvements, 

i. By striking out the schedule of 
businesses and trades exempted from early 
closing and giving the Council power to 
pass bylaws in that behalf, 

13. By giving the Council power to pass 
bylaws regulating the hours of employ- 
ment in retail shops so as to provide 
for a weekly half holiday and to repeal 
any or al! of the early closing provisions 
of the Edmonton Charter, 

14, And for such other amendments as

Twenty-five horses 
were counted dead in Norton Muni- 
cipality, according to an unconfirmed | 
report.

As a rule there ts danger 
in appealing in the court of criminai 
appeal, which is empowered to in- 
crease the sentence, but Hatry 1s al- 
ready sentenced to the maximum pen- 


In the House of Commons yesterday 
Rt. Hon. A. Greenwood, Minister of

“One can- 
not help wondering whether an in- 
ordinate desire to make money quick- 
ly at all costs, which is only to pre- 
valent, has not had some influence 
in lowering the high moral standard 
of business integrity both at home and 
abroad,” he said. 

The Hatry collapse was bound to 
have repercussions on the business of 
the bank, the chairman continued, 
adequate provision for possible losses 
not having been made out of the 
year's revenue. 

The chairman of Willian Deacon's 
Bank at the annual meeting, also 
held yesterday, declared the bank 
had no interest, direct or indirect, 
in the Hatry group. 


HUGE EMPIRE 
MERGER URGED 
BY MELCHETT 


Says Commonwealth Will 
Dissolve if Steps Not 
Taken

CAPE TOWN, South Africa, Jan. 31. 
—Reference to Empire free trade was 
made by Lord Melchett, British nickel 
magnate, speaking as Pir 
honor here, “Unless we achieve what 
I prefer to call economic unity, and 
organize the Empire's great manufac- 
turing capacity and financial strength 
and technical and business knowledge, 
the Empire will disappear in a re- 
latively few years,” he said. 

On this solution rested the whole 
future of the great Commonwealth of 
Nations whose destruction would be a 
loss not merely to Britain or the 
British Empire, but to the entire world 
and entire humanity, he declared. ‘The 
whole problem appeared to be a mer- 
ger problem. 

“I cannot see why a merger of the 
British Empire is anything more dif- 
ficult than a merger of nickel, or coal 
or any other industry,” he said. “I 
am certain if we can get a representa- 
tive body of business men of the Em- 
pire at a round table conference, many 
of our difficulties would disappear.”
